poverty and hanger, and men of all i 

creeds and no erwde were alike admitted 
share in the good things provided. The 
provisions were to a great extcot the do- 
nations of charitable oiu'zens, but the Army 
contributed a full share towards the re- 
sults, including the whole labor of organiz- 
ing and carrying onl the arrangement!', 
which were simply perfection. The occa- 
sion was also made tbe celebratic.i of the 
fourth mmiversary of the founding of tho 
institation iD Montreal, and the army had 
the proud eaiielactiou of seeing among 
those who sat down to partake of their 
beneficence many oflhoea who in the early 
days of its movement persecuted and 
annoyed tbe promoters. Major J. Spooner, 
Mrs. Spooner, and Captain A. Brice, of the 
Montreal Salvation corps, personally super- 
intended the arrangements, and several 
ladies of the different churches assisted the 
feminine element of the Army in the v/ork 
of waiting npon the guests. Fire !ong 
table* were laid in the large lialL each laid 
for about forty. person**, and when the 
Gazette reporter arrived on tbe scent tbe 
soldiers were busily engaged in eutlins up 
large joints of roast beef, and arranging 
the first portions ou the tablee. Tim r„re 
consisted of beef, motion, ham, tur..;ey, 
vegtables, brand end butler, cheese, lc:i or 
coffee, plum pudding, mince pie and des- 
sert. Everything was of the very Lest 
quality, and was properly cooked. The 
serving began at five o'clock, but for fully 
a couple of hours before the lime little 
knots of hungry and expectant men con- 
gregated on Alexander Street, end the 
Army officials considerately opnned tbe 
doors And allowed tbem to cake seats ' 
the warm gallery out of the damp, mis.. 
able streets. In (act theffhole of the pro- 
ceedings were characterized by a whole- 
saled spirit of Christian charity. 

At S o'clock Major Spooner announced 
that all was read}, and tho "boys "in tbe 
gallery nude a rush for down stairs.- In 
another minute all the seats were occupied, 
and the clatter of knives and forks began. 
There was not the least ceremony observa- 
ble, and although nil the diners were well 
behaved and orderly, they were possessed 
of appetites too keen to admit of consider- 
ations of etiquette. By the time Major 
Spooner gained tho rais^i Jala and blew 
his whistle foe the ceremony of grace, 
half the plates in tbe hall were already 
depicted of their contents. However, 
everybody roes to their feet and sang 
grace with a good deal ef hearty vigor, 
and in another moment the din of knives 
and forks reigned supreme. It is one of 
the complaints in fashionable society that 
conversation nowadays is a lost art. The 
reason is that society has degenerated into 
dancing parties and brilliai-t men prefer to 
remain outside, bnt at the Salvation Temple 
yesterday, the cause of the absence of con- 



venation was that all the guests experi- 
enced too great a vacuum in thsir interiors 
and were pressed with grosser engagements 
than the eTobenge of bright' s.«neuV>owi" 
of wit or caustic hnmar.

That old man sitting near 
the front was a soldier too, at one time, 
for the Army had picked bun up out of 
the ditch, a poor degraded drunkard, and 
he got along well for a time, so well, in
